Application, now on file, 
has been made by JBM In¬ 
vestment Company, 903 E. 
Del Mar Blvdv, Pasadena, 
and will complete the build¬ 
ing of all vacant lots in the 
upper part of the Tract 
27459, of the old Nuetzel 
Tract and all on the streets 
of Camillo and Lotus Ave¬ 
nue. 

The application calls for 
the building of 10 single 
family residents on Lots 25, 
21, 20, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15 
and 17. Although, it is .not 
definitely known at this 
time of the actual valuation 
of the building, but accord¬ 
ing to other homes having 
been built in the area it is 
assumed that they will have 
a value of between $50 and 
$60 thousand* each. No com¬ 
mittment wa, s made as to 
when the homes would be 
built, but it is assumed that 
it would be done within the 
coming year.

Dear Editor: 

Our ‘recent experience' 
with fire has prompted ius to 
write this letter, which is 
perhaps somewhat overdue. 
But it has taken us time to 
try and write what we real¬ 
ly feel. We've made the ef¬ 
fort, however, and have 
come to th,e conclusion that 
the expression of our feel¬ 
ings can never fully be 
translated into “mere 
words.” 

First, let us tell you, Sierra 
Madre has been aur home 
for some 50 years. We’ve 
often thought of moving 
somewhere else, but then, 
where would we choose? 
We've always felt wc appre¬ 
ciated our town, its services, 
our friends and our little 
home. Where could we find 
equals? (Guess we are Sier¬ 
ra Madrean s . . . and that's 
final!) Now we truly under¬ 
stand that special feeling vve 
have and have had for our 
town. 

Second, for those who may 
not know of our ‘recent ex¬ 
perience’ (barely over a 
month ago) we very nearly 
lost that home, along with 
our very lives. Our little dog, 
“Blackie” — a family mem¬ 
ber for eight years, barked 
the first warnings of the 
danger — FIRE! 

Fortunately, a neighbor, 


arriving home at the dinner 
hour that evening heard the 
dog's warnings along with 
our cries and hastened to 
register the all • important 
alarm with our Sierra Madre 
Volunteer Fire Department. 

We cannot begin to ex¬ 
press our thanks and appre¬ 
ciation to our Police Depart 
ment, the local Lions Club, 
our friends, neighbors and, 
especially our Volunteer Fire 
Department for everything 
they did during and after 
the fire. 

It's hard tc believe there 
are still people in this com¬ 
munity who .do not realize 
that our Fire Department is 
a Volunteer Fire Depart¬ 
ment. If they do, do thev 
fully understand that the 
membership is made up of 
men who .unselfishly, and 
voluntarily, give of their 
time to aid others? That 
they also spend a great deal 
of their time attending train¬ 
ing classes boch in the class¬ 
room and in the field? That 
each individual man is an 
integral part of a well- 
trained team? Doe3 anyone 
of ius ever stop to realize 
that when these men are 
needed, no matter the time 
of day or night, type of 
weather, they drop every¬ 
thing and answer the 
alarm? And no matter how' 
Ion# it takes, these* dedicat¬ 


ed men stay on the job until 
long after the fire's out. 

Equally high praise is due 
our Police Department. The 
outstanding esprit de corps 
of both the Volunteer Fire 
Department and the Sierra 
Madre Police Departm e n t 
singularly and collectively is 
something to behold. Mem¬ 
bers of both units do more 
than necessary in carrying 
out the duties of their jobs 
— that little extra that 
makes it “above and be¬ 
yond”; that lot of little ex¬ 
tra that makes Sierra Ma¬ 
dreans extremely fortunate. 

After our close call, vve 
doubly appreciate our bless¬ 
ings and you can be sure 
that this Thanksgiving Day 
past we were truly thankful 
and understanding of the 
day's significance. We have 
.hope that along with our 
thanks and appreciat i o n, 
this letter will carry a mess¬ 
age to all in the community 
to, in turn, re-count their 
•blessings and acknowledge 
their appreciation of those 
things we seemingly take 
for granted*.

CITY COUNCIL ACCEPTS 
FIRE FACILITY ARCHITECT 

After many months of hard work and long hours, the 
Civic Center Facilities Committee presented to the City 
Council, at their meeting of Tuesday, December 10, a re- 


t.he firefighters, figuring the 
escalating prices and the 
economy, set +hoir goal as 
lean as they thougnt would 
lake care of the require¬ 
ments. On Friday, December 
6, the accounting showed 
that to keep all of their 
commitments that they still 
needed just slightly over 
$500 more. 

Five hundred dollars is a 
lot of money but when you 
think of only 500 people 
sending in one dollar; 100 
sending in $5, or 50 sending 
in $10, the amount seems to 
shrink.

Water Sold 
To Arcadia 

Having been under study 
for quite seme time by the 
City of Arcadia and the City 
of Sierra Madre with the 
known fact that Sierra Ma¬ 
dre has surplus water, and 
■by mutual agreement it 
could be beneficial to both 
cities should an agreement 
to buy and sell be negoti¬ 
ated-, the City Council was 
presented with an “Agree¬ 
ment to Purchase Water” 
from the City of Arcadia. 

The meat of the agree¬ 
ment was that the City of 
Sierra Madre sell to the City 
of Arcadia, during the 1974 
75 fnsfcal year the amount of 
500 acre feet of water for 
the sum of $25 per acre foot. 
This of course means an in¬ 
come for Sierra Madre of 
$12,500 if the entire amount 
is used, and likewise it is 
an unknown savings to the 
City of Arcadia. 

The agreement is for the

Seven members of the 
committee were present at a 
meeting held on Wednesday, 
December 4, when all re¬ 
sumes of the seven firms 
were considered, and five of 
ihe firms given interviews. 
The conclusion being the 
rating and recommendation 
to the City Council of the 
committee’s choice. Members 
of the committee in the 
meeting consisted of Mrs. 
Gretchen Cacciotti, Donald 
H. Denison, Raymond C. 
Driemeyer, Robert Forney, 
Tony Harris, Daniel Parker 
and Sam Simpson. 

The Civic Center Commit¬ 
tee recomemnded that Frick, 
Frick and Jette be the num¬ 
bers one Choice of architect 
for the tire facility, and pre¬ 
sented their reasons for the 
selection. As alternates they 
gave their second and third 
choices. 

Time schedules were dis¬ 
cussed with the architects 
with the conclusion that all 
of them stated that the pro¬ 
ject cotuld be done in four to 
six months. The chosen 
number one architect stated 
the following: “Frick, Frick 
and Jette could do the job 
in four months, but added 
that it would have to con¬ 
sider time as the element as 
to the amount of delay in¬ 
curred in committee action 
by the City Council and the 
CRA. All architects used the 
same figures for compensa¬ 


tion: that the contract con¬ 
tain a 1% per cent escala¬ 
tion clause and that the- fee 
for their work would be 
eight per cent of the con¬ 
tract price of the finished 
facilities. 

In recomm ending the 
architect firm, the commit¬ 
tee further brought to the at¬ 
tention of the City Council 
the delaying factors and the 
increase cost that may be in¬ 
curred. 

After .discussion the City 
Council approved the selec¬ 
tion of the architect and in¬ 
structed the City Attorney to 
prejpare the necessary agree¬ 
ments as soon as possible. 
This then leaves the con¬ 
struction of the new Sierra 
Madne tire facilities in the 
hands of the City Council for 
its completion. 

Bids Opened For

L. Marie Warfel, City 
Clerk, opened the bids for 
the construction of Sewer 
District No. 96 and present¬ 
ed them to the City Council 
for their consideration, at its 
regular meeting time of 7:30. 

After being carefully stu¬

Los Angeles County As¬ 
sessor Phjlip E. Watson an¬ 
nounced 1 that pers ons vv h o 
suffer properly damage in 
excess of $1000 by misfor¬ 
tune or calamity are now 
eligible for property tax re¬ 
lief through a new ordinance 
which allows the Assessor to 
reassess the property based 
upon its damaged condition. 

The Constitutional Amend¬ 
ment, which passed i,n the 
1974 June Primary Election, 
permits the Assessor to re¬ 
assess property which was 
damaged after the March i 
lien date, without a declara¬ 
tion from the Governor that 
a disaster has occurred. 

Watson expressed his sup¬ 
port of the measure saying, 
“this new ordinance will en¬ 
able my office to provide 
badly needed property tax 
relief to persons whose prop¬ 
erty is completely or par¬ 
tially destroyed through a 
natural disaster or cala¬ 
mity.” 

According to the ordi¬ 
nance, which became effec¬ 
tive on October 25, an ap¬ 
plication for reassessment 
must be made* to the Asses¬ 
sor by the person who owned 
the property on the March 
1 lien date. Further, the 
damage must exceed $1000, 
and have occurred by mis¬ 
fortune or calamity without 
the fault of the owner. 

Watson said that the dam¬ 
aged property will be reas 
sessed to reflect its full cash 
value immediately after the 
damage occurred. The ad¬ 
justment and proration of 
property taxes will bo based 
upon the reduction in value 
for the months in w r hich the 
property remained in a dam¬ 
aged condition.

Housing Starts 
Down 34 Percent 




New housing starts in 
California during October 
were at a seasonally ad¬ 
justed annual rate of 96,000 
units — down 34 per cent 
from the rate a year ago, 
Bank of America reported 
lecently. 

The October rate was up 
slightly from the revised 
September rate of 91,000 
units, the bank’s economists 
said. 

During the first ten 
months of 1974, housing 
starts in Caluornia were 
down 38 percent from the 
same period a year ago. The 
sharpest drop wa s for apart¬ 
ment construction, whe r e 
new units were down 50 per¬ 
cent this year, the bank said. 

The bank’s econom i s t r. 
forecast total actual starts of 
about 130,0000 units during 
1974, compared with actual 
starts of 205,000 units last 
year.

Q. — I would like to buy 
stock in a company that wilt 
benefit from the tight en¬ 
ergy situation the world is 
coming into. Would you. 
suggest a company for me ? 

\. — There are a variety 
of companies which will 
benefit from the world’s 
drive to expand and' provide 
future sources of energy. 
Practically all of our major 
oil companies should do 
well. Drilling companies and 
engineering companies 
which supply the oil and 
coal industries should be 
profitable. A company which 
i s in at least two areas of 
energy development is fea¬ 
tured in the December issue 
of our magazine, “Better In¬ 
vesting,” and I’m sending 
you a copy. (Other readers 
may have a copy by writing 
.us.) 

Q. — We purchased- Con¬ 
solidated Edison at $23. Do 
you think there is any 
chance we will ever get our 
money back? I know it’s a 
question of those govern¬ 
ment regulators allowing 
fair prices, but they don’t 
seem to have any interest in 
being fair to shareholders. 

A. — We either will have 
to have rates that permit 
utilities to sell the securities 
that will pay for building 
the needed facilities or we 
will be doing without the 
services they provide. That 
time is getting pretty close 
and it’s likely to cause regu¬ 
lators enough political prob¬ 
lems to teach them the facts 
of life and cause them to 
approve more appropria t e 


rates. The alternative would 
be government ownership. 
That would not only put the 
regulators out of a job, but 
would raise all of our taxes 
since wo as taxpayers would 
then have to provide the 
capital to build utility facili¬ 
ties and the funds to pay for 
their operation. Through the 
years the government has 
been much more prone to 
raising our taxes than utili¬ 
ties have been to raising our 
rates.

Gen Tel Gets 
$22.4 Million 
Rate Increase 

The California Public 
Utilities Commissi on has 
has granted General Tele¬ 
phone a $22.4 million annual 
rate increase. 

Basic exchange rates will 
not be affected. The new 
revenue will come from the 
utility’s charges for foreign 
exchange service, supple - 
mental services, dat a t e 1 
service, pushbutton tel e • 
phone system service, and 
connections, moves, and 
changes. 

General Telephone applied 
for a $53.4 million increase 
in March, 1973. In August of 
this year, the utility realized 
a $15 million annual in¬ 
crease as a result of an in¬ 
crease granted to Pacific 
Telephone, mostly in the 
form of joint multi-message 
unit charges used by both 
phone companies. 

The PUC said that with 
the $15 million previously 
realized, the new increase 
should allow General an op¬ 
portunity to earn an 8.85 per 
cent return on its invest¬ 
ment, for a return on com¬ 
mon equity of 12.44 per cent. 
The utility is presently earn¬ 
ing an 8.05 per cent rate of 
return o.n investment. 

In trimming General’s rc- 
ouost, the PUC said it found 
that General’s intrastate re¬ 
venues would be $11,981,000 
more than the telephone 
company estimated and that 
the rate base upon which 
rate of return is calculated 
is $26,228,000 less than Gen¬ 
eral contended. 

The Commission also or¬ 
dered General to file month 
ly reports, which will be 
open to public inspection, on 
operating results to insure 
that the company is not 
earning more than the rate 
of return found reasonable. 

General Telephone serves 
about 1,500,000 subscribers 
in 250 communities and 16 
counties. 

In a companion order, the 
PUC ordered refunds total¬ 
ling $1,203,000 to General’s 
customers stemming from 
rehearing of a 1971 decision 
on the utility’s tax account¬ 
ing methods. 

Refunds will be made by 
credit to customers’ bills 
within 120 days and will 
amount to about $1 for the 
typical residential luoscmt* 
typical residential customer.

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Loma Linda Attempting To 
Raise Funds For Students 


‘This Land Is Ours - Or Is It’? Asks Richardson 


The city of Loma Linda 
has proclaimed the month 
of December the Dr. Harry’ 
W Miller International Stu¬ 
dent Fund Month, according 
to Kent W. Dickinson, mayor 
of Loma Linda. 

Last month, the Loma 
Linda University Interna • 
tional Students’ Organiza¬ 
tion in conjunction with the 
student affairs office kicked 
off the second part of a fund 
raising campaign designed 
to make $100,000 in loans 
available to overseas stu¬ 
dents who are presently on 
student visas. 

So far, the international 
students have raised nearly 
one-fourth of their $100,000 
goal. To be eligible for the 
loans, students must be in¬ 
terested and committed to 
returning to their home 
country upon completion of 
their educational objectives 
in the United States. 

It is hoped that through 
the establishment of this 
fund, international students 
can return to their home 
country immediately rather 
than staying in the United 
States repaying pos s i b 1 e 
loans.

Angeles minibus including 
increases resulting from the 
wage settlements due to the 
recent 69-day strike. 

The 25-cent Flat Fare Pro¬ 
gram, including its related 
programs such as the nuni- 
bls and the park-and-ridc 
lots, is a positive step in 
meeting the transportation 
needs in Los Angeles County 
to increase ridership on 
buses, to relieve congestion, 
and to help conserve energy 
by reducing fuel consump¬ 
tion, Ward said.

in the future. I first talked ^ 
about the history of gold ord 
and now I am going to get the 
into the contemporary as- the 
pects of gold — because gold gol 
is still a s important today caiJ 
as it has ever been. pos 

We last talked about gold- out 
smiths — men who would att( 
store your gold for you, give Jlot 
you a receipt and then they 
would use that gold to lend 
out to other people. Now we ■ 
call them bankers. So gold- 
hmitihs were the beginning 
of what we call the banking 
industry" today. ^ 

Bankers got into the habit j 
of putting out more paper f 
(receipts! than it was mor- JlU. 
tally honest to do. This UHl 
paper, which was not wwj 
backed by gold, inflated the 
amount of notes in circula¬ 
tion. Prices in the commun¬ 
ity would increase and the \ 
smartest citizens would head 
for the bank to withdraw 
their gold. 

Governments soon got into 
the act of controlling banks, 
with the intent of helping 
protect the people from un¬ 
scrupulous bankers. Once 
the control resided with the 
government, ft did not take \ 
long to use the banking sys- j 
tem as a vehicle to get more 
money for government. 

This is what has been 
happening over the past 
years. The foxy king is once 
again guarding the hen¬ 
house. The government, with 
all of its wily ways, is once 
again inflating the currency. 

Now you know why so 
many citizens are gravita¬ 
ting to the ownership of 
gold. They would rather ow n 
this historically valuable 
metal than a fistful of paper 
. money. 

Americans once knew the 
; value of gold and insisted 
on our government’s adher¬ 
ence to the gold standard, 
whereby the citizens could 
j exchange their paper for 
gol3 or silver upon dmand. 

’ We did this for generation 
“ and our country’s dollar be- 
^ came the most stable cur- 
' rency in the world. “Solid as 
* a dollar,” was the expres¬ 
sion -used to describe seme- 
y thing rock solid. That is ex- 
actly what the dollar was in 
those days — solid as a rock 
— because it had the back¬ 
ing of gold. 

In 1933, Americans lost 
their right to own gold. In 
1968, we removed all back¬ 
ing from our currency with 
gold and silver. Inflation of 
the paper dollar has been 
our reward. 

Well, now you know why 
gold is a fantastically popu¬ 
lar metal. It is a most neces-

sary ingredient for an ad¬ 
vanced society; it is the 
metal of progressive men, 
contrary’ to the wailings of 
the unenlightened. Man’s 
desire for gold- has not been 
based on mysticism, barbar- 
ianism or ^unreasoned pagan 
worship, but on reason and 
reality’. Gold is the metal re¬ 
quired by civilization for its 
orderly survival. Reason is 
the basis of the revival of 
the international interest in 
gold, as reason w r as the 
cause for the promin e n t 
position gold held through¬ 
out the history of man. The 
attention gold is receiving is 
nothing more than a return 
to reason. 


I would like to see aur 
dollar solid again, but it is 
only going to happen when 
Americans understand how 
governments debauch cur¬ 
rency’, and only when men 
who understand what gold 
is all about, are elected to 
public office. 

Unfortunately, today there 
are not too many men in 
public office who under¬ 
stand economy, hard money, 
or the relationship that gold* 
has had with man over gen¬ 
erations. The United States 
i s starting to see a return 
tc sanity. We have w’atched 
the pressure being applied 
to the United* States Con¬ 
gress and Senate, and over 


the objections of the United 
States Treasury Department 
we now have the right to 
own gold, effective January 
1, 1975. The bill w’as signed 
into law not too many 
months ago. 

I can predict right now 
that the attack upon gold 
will begin once again about 
the middle of next year, as 
people will start using gold* 
in transactions, one with an¬ 
other, and the amount of 
gold that will receive atten¬ 
tion in the United States 
will be rather significant. 
The prices willgo up and 
you are going to see gold 
ever prominent in the his¬ 
tory of this country.
